Vancouver, Aug. 11.— The sockcye 
salmon seem to have changed the course 
of their run from the deep sea to their 
destination in the upper reaches of the 
iPraser, and thus cutting the Yankee 
traps out of their scheduled summer 
migration to the spawning grounds. This 
is tho belief of several canners who have 
been interviewed by the Colonist, anil 
the belief is steadily gaining ground in 
Steveston. It is, perhaps, too early in 
tin- season to form a sound judgment on 
tho question, but the supposition, based 
on a knowledge of the remarkable in- 
stinct of fishes in avoiding waters where 
the struggle for existence is too keen, 
and the fact that the nets of the Eraser 
this season have been gorged to over- 
flowing, while the traps have remained 
empty, is sufficient proof to some that 
tho almost international question lias 
been settled at last, and that Americans 
by their greed in endeavoring to take ad- 
vantage of the fact that the sockeyes 
were presumably compelled to travel 
through Puget Sound to reach the Era- 
ser river, away from the traps they set 
U" along the Sound. That Puget Sound 
packers have taken alarm is indicated 
by the recent visit of Puget Sound can- 
ners to Plumper's Pass. The salmon, as 
is well known, come up from the opeu 
sea every summer to spawn in the shal- 
low, warm streams of the upper Eraser. 
In these Canadian waters their young 
grow to sufficient strength to swim again 
to the opeu sea, when they in their turn 
(it is said when two years old) return to 
the nurseries on the Eraser. Up to the 
present time, in heading for tho spawn- 
ing grounds, they have passed through 
tho San Juan straits to the Sound, 
where they circled around paid around 
until they found a passage to the mouth 
of the Eraser, through Hnro straits, 
llaro straits has three passages, the 
western, eastern nnd middle channel. To 
the present time, with the exception of a 
few stray fish, the easterly channel was 
chosen, which brought them to their 
destruction and slaughter in tho traps of 
Washington. This year, however, they 
chose for tho first time the inside, or 
westerly, passage, and avoiding tho 
traps entirely, passed through Plumper's 
Pass to the Eraser. Testimony as to 
the correctness of this statement is 
partly borne out by the last telephone 
reports from the canneries to hand on 
Sunday, which is as follows: The traps: 
very rough, few fish, no traps lifted on 
the -windward side, Big run on the 
Eraser hist night; highest boat 1,100, 
caught in an hour and a half. Same 
boat returned in an hour and a half af- 
ter delivering the load, with another 
load of several hundred sockeyes. An- 
other boat caught 300 in one drift of 
a quarter of an hour, and a similar num- 
ber in a second drift of 15 minutes im- 
mediately after the first drift. 

Wellington cannery, average 250; to- 
tal 7,000. Cleve, average ;500; St. Man- 
go, average 300; Scottish Canadian, 200, 
total 11,711; Phoenix, average 170, to- 
tal 10.0110; Celtic, average 175, total 2,-

One of the three prominent officials 
who guide tho destinies «t the B C. 
Packers' association, stated that be could 
give a reason why the sockeyes avoided 
the Washington trup5, nnd he believed 
it to bo the correct reason. The wind 
had been blowing north and northwest 
all through the run and had kept the 
fish away from the traps. 

It was reported first by Mr. Win. 
Ward and afterwards by Mr. Drysdale, 
president of the Puget Sound /Packers' 
association, that thero were IS solid 
lailes of fish in Plumper's Pass that had 
eluded the traps and were heading Cor 
th> Eraser. This reported run did not 
get into tho traps, nor did Lhey reach 
the Fraser. Anil if they were in Plum- 
per': Pass in the numbers reported, it is 
a mastery where they got to. 

Mo believed the run on the Eraser hud 
come in the usual "way, but many more 
had n.issed the traps than usual. He 
thought the run was over, unless there 
was autther spurt in September. If this 
finished the run, the pack would be 
about 251,000 cases, and as a result 
salmon wnuld jump at least .$1 n case. 
He understood that cables were being 
sent to England to take last year's salm- 
on off the market, as it was worth more 
than was biing offered for it. This 
year was known in the salmon world us 
the second year, and ho believed that 
second years wire characterized by salm- 
on running all over and not following 
their leaders to the traps, as in other 
years. This peciliarity of second years 
and the north wist wind, accounts for 
the fact that the Puget Souud pack will 
not reach over 27. r >,000 cases nil told. 

Mr. A. E. Trtagent was quite prepared 
to admit that the salmon had cut the 
traps out of thdr scheduled run. He 
thought the statement, however, that 
tlley had doliberucly avoided the traps 
ami would contitite to do so was all 
fudge. This year was what might be 
called a spotted ye;r. A similar state 
of affairs existed in K9G, -when the salm- 
on ran in every direction en TOtitc to the 
spawning grounds. 'Jhero was no ac- 
counting for the actiois of the fish; h • 
thought no reason couH be given. He 
had been greatly interested in watchiug 
the run of salmon at tin traps and. the 
peculiar action of the fish as they nenred 
the traps. In more than oie case he had 
seen the leaders of a schod deliberately 
turn as they approached tie traps anil 
give them a wide berth, the whole 
school following their leadeis, as they 
widely detoured from the tra>s. Ho did 
not believe the action of tin fish this 
year, however, meant that tin run had 
been diverted from the traps. He could 
not say -where the reforted 18 milos of 
•fish in Plumper's Pas; had gone to. 

A strange fatality occurred on the 
boundary line at Picas Cove, Wash., 
last, night. Col. Whyt', immigration in- 
spector, acting on instruction from Unit- 
ed States Immigration Commissioner 
Hcaley, visited this vi'inity and arrest- 
ed two intoxicated Indans with the as- 
sistance of Policeman Jordan, of Lad- 
der, B. C. They went rycr the line into 
a cuiiro of beach conifers and arrested 
Jai l; Rivers for supplying the liquor to 
the Indians. Rivers' ials attempted a 



rescue, and after Rivers was in jail, sur- 
rounded Col. Whyte and Officer Jordan 
with a view of assaulting them. Their 
ringleader pulled a gun, and, it is be- 
lieved, intended to commit murder, but 
fate caught the muzzle in his coat, and 
the gnu was prematurely discharged, the 
bullet entering the would-be murderer's 
heart.

Mr. Logie Says Canada Must 
Not Protect Her In- 
dustries.

Vancouver, Aug. 11.— Mr. Win. Logic, 
the well known shingle manufacturer of 
the Sound, stated in an interview with 
tho Colonist correspondent that the 
United States were bound to retaliate 
against the action of the provincial gov- 
ernment in prohibiting the export of logs 
to Puget Sound. The question was even 
now being made a political issue. The 
press were saying little about it, hut ex- 
ertions were being made on the quiet 
to have the matter attended to by con- 
gress. Great influence would be brought 
to bear on congress to prohibit the im- 
port of cedar shingles entirely from Can- 
ada, and failing that, to make the duty 
prohibitive. Congress will be informed 
that since the prohibition of the export 
of cedar logs, many shingle mills have 
been erected in British 'Columbia to sup- 
ply the United States market, The Brit- 
ish Columbia output of shingles was 
800.000,000 a year, nnd thnt as Canada 
could only take 2,000,000 shingles per 
month, the United States manufactur- 
ers were losing a large shingle trade to 
Canada because the tariff on shingles' 
was altogether inadequate under exist- 
ing circumstances. Mr. Logic said this 
wan proved from the fact that tho shin- 
g'.s mafJt°t remained weak on the Sound 
while cedar lumber -was firm, a state of 
affairs never existing previously.

Final Meeting of the Confer- 
ence Adopts Several 
Resolutions.

London, Aug. 11.— The final meeting 
Of the Colonial conference for the con- 
sideration of the commercial relations of 
the Umpire, including preferential tariffs 
and a general fiscal policy, was continued 
today, and a resolution on the subject 
was finally agreed to. Another resolu- 
tion was adopted providing for a uni- 
form system of weights and measures 
throughout the Empire. The conference 
closed with a vote of thanks to Colonial 
Secretary 'Chamberlain. 

The proceedings of the conference will 
not bo published, but the resolutions 
adopted will be published shortly in a 
parliamentary paper. 

Tho King gave an audience this after- 
noon to Sir Joseph Dimsdale, Lord 
'Mayor of London, who presented tho 
city's coronation gift of $575,000 tow-ards 
the King's hospital fund. The gift in- 
cluded more than 20,000 penny donations 
from the poorest quarters of Loudon.

United States Again Fails

Montreal, Aug. 11.— Trident won tho 
Scawanhaka cup today by defeating To- 
CUtusch by 5 minutes .and 27 seconds. 
Tho course was triangular and at the 
start there was a dead calm. Aftor 
waiting an hour and a half, tho breezo 
strengthening to a squall, sprang up. 
After the preliminary signal, both 
yachts took in two reefs and carried 
storm sails. Tecumseh anchored to lea- 
ward of the lino, to do it, and was four 
minutes Into in crossing the line and 
three and a half minutes after the Tri- 
dent. The wind shifted a good deal from 
west to southwest, varying the pace from 
15 to 18 miles an hour, and a nasty »ea 
got up. Trident was nearly seven min- 
utes ahead at the end of the first leg, a 
beat, but lost in the reach. On the run 
home both yachts shook out their reefs. 
Trident had all the worst of the weather 
in the beat and actually lost throe sec- 
onds on this leg. She was almost lost 
sight of in a tremendous squall of rain, 
but gained 1 minute IS seconds on the 
reach. Jennings superceded Jenkins at 
the tiller of Tecumseh and had all his 
men aft to save her from some of the 
tremendous pounding in tho sea. In tho 
run Trident again took in oue reef, but 
Tecumseh held on. At tho beginning of 
tho last beat Trident's No. 1 jib blew 
out with a run; No. 2 was already bent 
and was quickly set with the balloon jib 
halyards. It could not be got fiat and 
she could not be kept going well, le- 
cttmseh was splendidly sailed, carryin? 
it full mainsail. With the risk of cap- 
sizing, she made up 1 minute 7 seconds, 
but lost the race by 5 minutes 7 seconds.

GIFT Tu THE NATION. 

'King Edward Presents Osborne House 
to the People. 

London, Aug. 10.— King Edward has 
signalized his coronation in a memorable 
manner by the munificent gift to the 
nation of Osborne House, one of tae 
Favorite residences of the lato Queen 
Victoria. 

The gift is made in the following mes- 
sage to his people, addressed to Prime 
Minister Balfour: 

"Buckingham Palace, Coronation Day, 
1902. 

"Under the will of the King's much 
beloved mother, the Osborne House es- 
tate is, as .Mr. Balfour is aware, the 
private property of the Sovereign. Hav- 
ing to spend a considerable part of each 
year in the capital of his kingdom and 
in its neighborhood nt Windsor, and 
having also strong home ties in the 
county of Norfolk, which have existed 
for nearly -10 years, the Kit'.'- feels he 
■will be unable to make adequate use of 
Osborne House as a royal residence. He 
accordingly has determined to offer this 
property in the Isle of Wight as a gift 
to the nation. 

"As Osborne House is sacred to the 
memory of the lute Queen, it is the 
living's wisli that, with the exception of 
thoso apartments which were in the 
personal occupation of Her Majesty, his 
.people shall always have access to the 
house, which must ever be associated 
with her beloved name. 

"As regards the rest of the building, 
the King hopes it may be devoted to 
.national purposes and be converted into 
a convalescent home for officers of the 
navy and army whose health has been 
impaired iu rendering service to their 
country. 

"If, "in order to give full legal effect 
to the King's wishes, it is found that 
application to parliament be necessary, 
the King trusts that Mr. Balfour will 
see that the necessary steps are In <lue 
course taken." 

King Edward held a privy council to- 
day at Buckingham Palace, 'at which the 
newly appointed ministers were sworn 
ia. Later he officiated at an investlta- 
Inro of the Victorian Order.

South Seas 



Was Delayed By Breakdown of 
Her Condensers— Cutch Will 
Be Warship. 



Sold to Colombian Government 
to Fight Rebel Fleets- Liner 
Due. 



The delayed steamer Miowera, which' 
was three diiys late in arriving from 
the Antipodes via Suva and 'Honolulu, 
reached port on Sunday morning at > 
o'clock ami passed on to Vancouver at 
11 a.m. She was delayed as a result 
of a breakdown in her engine room, her 
condensers- being out ot order. Twice 
she was stopped for sixteen or seventeen 
hours after leaving Sjiva, and the voy- 
age from Honolulu, which port she lett 
ou the 1st, one day late, was made very 
slowly, occupying two days more than 
usual. Before leaving Sydney the Mio- 
wera's engines were partially overhaul- 
ed, much time and money being spent pu 
them, but after starting on this voy- 
age she had trouble with her condensers 
from the start. Repairs will bo made at 
"Vancouver, before the steamer leaves 
again for Australia on the 22nd. 

The Miowera brought a large number 
•of passengers, the most distinguished 
being Lord Hopetouu, or as he will be 
known after his arrival home, the Mar- 
quis of Lingithgow— the title being tak- 
en from the county in which he was 
bom. Lord Hopetouu was the lirst gov- 
ernor-general of Australia, and has, as 
told in another column, resigned his post, 
because he found it impossible to keep 
up the establishments desired by the 
Australian people with the $r>0,000 a 
year salary. 

Referring to the departure of the Mio- 
wera from Sydney, the Morning Her- 
ald of that city says: "Like the preced- 
ing steamers of the Canadian-Australian 
line this season, the R. M. S. Miowera, 
■which sails today, ha* all her accommo- 
dation taken, and after leaving Brisbane 
und -Suva will have as large a number 
of passengers as this vessel lias ever 
carried from Australia to Canada. The 
names on her passenger list show that 
the popular 'All Red' route is being pat- 
ronized by all classes ami by those going 
to Europe ns well as to the United States 
and Canada. Among the passengers 
were Capt. Corbett, A.-D.-C. to Lord 
Hopetouu, Hon. Lady Alexander, Hon. 
W. A. Long, M.L.A., Howard Smith,' 
'Robert Harper and wife, Mr. and Mrs.

IHAZBLTON WRECKED. 

Well Known Skeena River iSternwheoler 
at Bottom of 'River. 

iPrivnte despatches received in the city 
yesterday morning from Hazeltou gavo 
news of the wreck of the sternwheel 
steamer Hazeltou, which was built in 
this city for .Messrs. Cunningham, of 
Port Essangton for servico on the 
Skeena river. The Hazeltou was bound 
down the river from Hazelton, and had 
just reached a poiut ten miles below 
the port at the wrc-r head when she 
struck-, filled, and sank quickly in nine 
feet of water. The despatch added that 
the steamer was said to be a total wreck. 
.No news was received regarding her 
crew or passengers, but although the 
current runs swiftly there, it is almost 
certain ttiat they were uninjured, for the 
upper decks of the steamer would be 
above the water. It is probable that 
the steamor will be rnitod. Either the 
steamer i.Monte Cristo, which is owned 
by the Hazelton's owners, or the new 
Hudson's bay steamer .Mount Royal will 
be secured to go to the sfcene and en- 
deavor tu Moat the wrecked sternwheeler, 
whose boilers are below water, and hence 
useless in the work of raising the steam- 
er. The Hazelton has beeai making some 
very fast trips ou the river, having but a 
short time before made a run in -lii hours 
beating the Mount Royal's record of 54 
hours. The Hazelton was built here 
last year for I{. Cunningham it .Sons, 
and lias been operating with consider- 
able success.

ORIENTAL LINERS. 

Shinano Maru Due— Duke of Fife Dam- 
aged by Collision. 

The X. Y. K. liner Shinano Maru is 
due today from Yokohama and the ports 
of China and Japan, and the steamer 
Kinshiu Maru, of the same line, leaves 
today from the outer jrvharf en route to 
Yokohama and ports, "with a heavy car- 
go of manufactured goods, cotton, llour, 
machinery, tobacco, etc. The steamer 
Tosa Maru, of the Japanese line, will 
sail today from Yokohama for this port. 
The steamer Duke of Fife, which was to 
have sailed from Hongkong a week ago 
for this port via Shanghai and Yukon i^ 
ma, as well as the other ports of call, 
has been badly damaged by a collision 
which occurred during the typhoon 
which raged at Yokohama on August 4. 
The Duke of Fife, which had loaded her 
cargo, was lying nt anchor in the har- 
bor, dragged her anchors and collided 
with the British steamer Wing Saug, 
• me of the liners of the Indo-China Nav- 
igation company. The Northern Paci- 
fic liner had live plates bent as a result 
of the collision. The Chinese crew ot 
the steamer Shawmut are at the outer 
wharf. The (Chinamen, about forty in 
all. were brought from Hongkang by the 
Northern Pacific steamer Glcnogle, and 
are quartered at the outer wharf, await- 
ing the arrival of the monster steamer 
which — it is understood — will call hnro 
for them on her way out to Japan, Chi- 
na and Manila with her cargo of jS.OOO 
tons, which will he the largest ever car- 
ried across the Pacific.

'MARITIME MISHAP. 

Reported by the Australian Mail 
Steamer. 

I.News was received by the Australian 
liner Miowera that the barki-ntiue Ln- 
haina, a new vessel owned by Hind 
Rolph & Co., of San Francisco, was 
damaged as a result of a peculiar acci- 
dent at Sydney. The Lahaina, which 
went from South Africa to be hauled 
out, had been placed in dock, shored up 
mil sluices closed prepara- 



tory to pumping. When some* of th.- 
North say It was splend.dly stowed, but, water had been taken out the barkeiitine 
nevertheless, when word was received listed over to starboard and although 
here of its being seen at sea and cast- her master was alarmed ' the dock fore- 



man said that there was 110 need for 
anxiety. An hour later when the dock 
was nearly dry, the Lahaina toppled 
over on her starboard beam, aud the 
dock tilted and almost capsized. The 
workmen and what members of the crew 
could escape, rushed ashore. Then the 
sluice gates were opened and the water 
let in, the barkeiitine being lloated and 
the Hunting dock lighted again. The 
dock would have gone over with the 
vessel, hut for the dolphins. The side 
of the dock 1 was torn out, and some of 
the barkentine's timbers started, hut 
she was not seriously damaged. 

From Newcastle news was brought of 
a strange maritime coincidence. In April 
last, when the British ship Ditton ar- 
rived at Newcastle, she collided with the 
Port Crawford, which carried coal to 
iSan Francisco, and the Peebleshire, all 
three being badly damaged, and one man 
killed on the Ditton. The Ditton had 
completed loading coal for San Francisco 
and was being towed out when she 
again collided with two vessels, the 
barks Anemone and Sardinian, the form- 
er loading for Acapulco and the latter for 
Caldora. Both were about ready for 
sea, and were lying at a buoy. As the 
Ditton was being moved from her an- 
chorage sho swung around and caught 
the foreyard of the Anemone with her 
jibbooni. The bendyards of the Ane- 
mone were swung to the 'Sardinian, foul- 
dng her back stays and bringing dowv 
her topgallant mast, yards and upper 
gear and springing the topmast. The 
crew of the Anemone had just come 
down from aloft, or fatalities would have 
occurred. The Ditton was undamaged 
and sailed for San Francisco. Both 
barks were seriously injured.

Ihe schooner W. S. Phelps, which 
sailed from San Francisco about the 
same time as the Blakelev sailed from

They discovered on one island, location 
known only to the Phelps party, a large 
ileposii of gold bearing volcanic rock, 
which is readily accessible and said to 
assay handsomely. This island belongs 
to one of the South American republics.

mining is commenced. There is enough \ 
or the rock on board to admit of a fair! 
estimate being made of~(he value of the 
find. Expert opinion will be asked, and 
when the concession matter has been 
faborably arranged, the party will return 
to the South Seas fully equipped -for 
mining their discovery on a large scale. 
The Phelps was 82 days going from 
here to Galapagos and 75 days coming 
up.

and deed; aud to succeed la this his heart 
must be consecrated by the Holy Spirit, 
which consecration Is syaibo'lzed by the 
words of our text: "He Which hath 
niio-nlcd us is Ood." Thus every Christ- 
Ian Is set. apart to a sacred duty by the 
anointing or God, the work of B.'inetlflcatloii 
lu the heart by the power or Hie noly 
Spirit. TJius we become kings and priests 
in the Kingdom of the King of Kings. The 
coronation of King lidwanl VTI. took place 
yesterday, a worthy son uf a in/blc mother 
lie was, according to ancient custom, 
anointed wltii oil by the chief priest Of 
the kingdom, the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, after he had taken the coronation 
oath, which is comprehensive, solemn and 
impressive, the basis of which Is the Word 
of God, the principles of the Christian 
religion being tile golden thread that runs 
through It, and bluds It in unity. The 
doctor referred to the progress made In the 
world during the reign of Queen Victoria, 
so much Indeed that If we cannot say 
there Is a "new heaven," we can say there 
Is a "new earth."

Touching reference was made to the late 
Illness of the King.

KLONDIKE OUTPUT. 

Mr. George 11. Hoes, chairman of the 
commercial intelligence committee of the 
Canadian 'Manufacturers' association, 
has been visiting Dawson, and his re- 
port uiwu the Klondike has been publish* 
ed. lie gives a very chilly account of 
the prospects before the Yukon. He 
iiuotes Mr. Seukler, the Assistant Gold 
Commissioner, as saying: 

The output of gold in the Klondike 
last year was over $24,000,000. Tho 
production of the coming year, according 
to the government's estimates, will not 
exceed $14,000,000, a fulling off of near- 
ly one-lialf. The reason for this very 
large decline is that the old creeks, or 
"liuds," are being worked up, and no 
new discoveries have been made for 
more than a year. 

We do not know what grounds there 
may be for the general conclusions ar- 
rived at by Mr. Hoes, but we do know 
that there must be something wrong 
about this. The Klondike output for 
l!l(M) according to the official figures was 
$22,275,000. In T.'Ol the output was 
918,000,000. not $24,000,000. A decrease 
from $18,000,000 to $14,000,000 would - 
ye a very serious one. .Hut it would 
mot he a falling off of nearly (rue-half 
us ,Mr. Scolder is reported as snyiiig. 
The Klondike figures will be closely 
watched this year. Last year wns the 
tiitst to show a decline. If this year 
shows a further decline, the conclusion 
may be erroneous, but will he natural 
that the Klondike reached its zenith in 
tho year 1000: and that, while it will 
lie many years before it ceases to be an 
important placer held, it will not again 
reach a total of over $20,000,000 Of 
placer gold in a single year. It may he 
as well to remember, however, aud the 
Manufacturers' association should bear 
it in mind, that prospecting ami mining 
I'm- placer gold lead to the discovery 
and development of more permanent 
sources of mineral wealth in most coun- 
tries, aud that the Yukon \* not likely 
lo lie an exception to the rule.

PATRIOTIC SALMON. 

Nobody knows very much about the 
habits of fish, but one of the last sen- 
timents anyone would ever dream of at- 
tributing to salmon would be a feeling 
of patriotism towards the land of their 
birth. And yet the sockeye- salmon are 
this year displaying traits which it is 
hard to explain upon any other hypo- 
thesis. We nil know that the salmon 
are bred upon the Eraser river. They 
are Canadian lish lmrn and bred. We 
also know that they return to tho 
haunts of their youth when it devolves 
upon them to curry out the end of their 
existence, wUlicll is to bo boiled down 
into cans with shiny aud brilliantly col- 
ored labels upon them. And we have 
sad reason to know that the salmon have 
been in the habit of Hiking u tour 
through American waters, before finding 
the spawning grounds of the Frasor 
river. We may feel inclined to say to 
tile individual salmon who is caught in 
the cruel American trap, ''Serves you 
right. Why did you not stay in your 
own country, and yield up your life iu 
the more artistic and expensive gill-net," 
but wo nevertheless regret the wholesale 
expropriation by our neighbors of the 
lish born and bred in our waters. We 
have devised various schemes for antici- 
pating the American cauners, t'he only 
effective one of which however, seems 
to be to capture the lish in Canadian 
traps before they strike the United 
States coast, a practice from which we 
have hitherto refrained from distinguish- 
ed consideration for the feelings and 
wollbeing of the salmon themselves. 
Now, however, it appears as though the 
salmon had themselves found a way out 
of the difficulty by changing the course 
of their run so as to avoid the Ameri- 
can traps. It is a certain fact that this 
year so far, the fishermen on the Fraser 
have made splendid catches, while the 
trans have remained practically empty. 
One night lately, very lew lish were re- 
P° rtwl the traps, while one boat on 
the I-'raser captured 1,100 salmon in nn 
hour and a half, and another boat 300 
in fifteen minutes. The salmon so far are 
taking the inside passage and making 
the mouth or the Kraser by Plumper's 
Pass. To' what can this be attributed 
except the sentiment of patriotism, or 
the fact that the lish have become trap 
shy. Anybody who doubts whether lish 
will become trap shy or not, may ex- 
perimeiu for himself by trying to capture 
Ihe same school of minnows several 
ii"»'s with a line mesh landing net. Alter 
■' : 't'!" time the minnows will avoid the 
locality K-iiich is associated with toe loss 
"' many of their relations ami friends. 
Surely salmon have as much sense as 
minnow*. Without being unduly ill- 
iiarured, we venture to hope tli.-'t this 

is not an isolated outbreak of coin i 

ilwise on the part of the soekeye sal- 
mon, but that the avoidance of Ameri- 
can waters will be preserved as a sacred 
tradition among them. Thus and thus 
'inly wili the salmon also be preserved 
as Canadian brands of the canned ar- 
ticle, , whether they are caught in traps 
or in .gill nets.

Merrill, lumbermen of Michigan and 
Minnesota, have just returned from a 
trip .North, where they have been in- 
specting timber limits in Winch they are 
interested. Chiefly near Toba Inlet und 
Seymour Narrows. One thing that has 
impressed them is the immense loss that 
must be occasioned annually by forest 
lires, several of which were noticed oil 
the way down, and especially on the trip 
between Vancouver and 'Victoria. 

Speaking on this question, Mr. T. D. 
Merrill remarked mat one of the thief 
things necessary in a country so large 
and sparsely settled was to educate the 
public to a 'proper sense of the inijios'- 
tance of preventing forest lires. T' - o 
careless camper, who leaves his lire un- 
guarded so that a spark starts a blaze 
that destroys thousands of dollars' 
worth of timber, the sometimes equally 
careless prospector and the settler, wlio, 
regardless of consequent's, chooses the 
dry weather to lire the brush tor the 
purpose of clearing his hind— all these 
should realize the great damage they 
may be doing to an important industry. 

The dweller in the city is quite as 
much interested in the preservation ot 
the timber as the lumberman or the 
dweller in the rural districts. 

Nowhere has Mr. Merrill found more 
charming and attractive scenery than the 
lovely islands of the British Columbia 
coast, with their crowning of green 
trees. Blacken and destroy this beauty 
with forest lires and much that now ap- 
peals to the eye and draws visitors here 
would be gone. 

From the tops of the hills in thi! 
Northern 'Coast districts there may be 
seen great spaces of country which forest 
lires have devastated in former years, 
and each season that the same process 
continues means loss to the people of 
the province. Mr. Merrill estimates that 
for every million feet of timber cut 
$0,000 in wages is spent. What was 
tho amount of timber destroyed yearly 
in British Columbia he could not say, 
hut lie believed that in 'Washington 
state it was estimated at something like 
a billion feet a year. Allowing very 
much less than that in British Colum- 
bia, ami the aggregate loss in wealth to 
the province yearly must bo very large. 

Mr. Merrill points out that tho set- 
tlor is too anxious to get rid of the tim- 
ber from 'his land, and destroys trees 
that, while at the present day they are 
not merchantable, will become valuable 
as the better class of timber disappears. 

He believes that the government, the 
mill owners and others interested in the 
timber industry should consult together 
and devise more stringent methods of 
cojiing with forest lires. lie and his 
partners are willing, and believe that 
other lumbermen would consent, to join 
in the expense of maintaining a wider 
application of timber rangers. Districts 
should be divided off and by co-opera- 
tion between timber owners and the 
government rangers a closer system 
might be evolved of watching over t'un 
her lnnds and preventing forest lires. Tho 
question is a most important one, Mr 
Merrill points out, and should be taken 
up promptly and vigorously.

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More Evidence as to Effect Of 
Cowichan Weirs Taken 
Yesterday. 



Compromise Offered in Order 
to Facilitate Matter- 
Adjourned. 



T lie commission to whom has been de- 
legated the investigation oC the com- 
plaints made us to the use of weirs in 
the Uowichan river met at the City hall 
yesterday afternoon at 3 o'd.i. -:; Sena- 
tor Templeman, the chairman, aud Supt. 
Vowel), of the Indian Department be- 
ing present; also -Mr. -Mann, to repre- 
sent the interests of the public at large, 
and one or two gentlemen interested iu 
ily lishing. , „ , 

\V LI Oliver, the lirst to lie called, 
stated he had tished for the last seven 
years on the Cowie'hnn, and as far us 
fly ilishing was concerned, he did uot 
think the weirs; made the slightest dif- 
ference, Trout of two pounds could 
pass the weirs. To his knowledge some- 
thing like weirs were used to improve 
the liy lishing on rivers iu Scotland. Tue 
idea was to prevent the salmon rushing 
right through to the hikes, but trout 
could puss at all times. His theory was 
that all the trout proper had been fished 
out by tlio white Ushers, and all that 
now came up the river was s»« trout. | 
Ho did not think that the trout fishing 
mow wan any different to what it was 
when <ho first fished on the stream. 
The weirs were bound to interior 
with salmon ascending the stream. As 
to illegal lishing, he had no knowledge 
of its being carried ou, but a white 
man who raked the river with all kinds 
of bait, such as spoons, minnows, etc., 
did more injury to the fishing than half 
a dozen Indians. It was considered 
amide to have the rivers in the old 
country opened during Saturday night 
and all Sunday. He had never heard 
of settlers along the river being inter- 
fered with by the Indians. He was not 
a ware of the fact that Indians were 
m the habit of selling trout to settlers. 

Senator Templeinnn stated that the 
ollifial' bad given permission for the In- 
dians to use the weirs. Mr. .Maun point- 
ed out that no official had power to grant 
such a permission. Lie could allow them 
to spear fish, but there was nothing to 
justify Iran in giving the Indians permis- 
sion to keep up the weirs. In every 
other province of the Dominion the gov- 
ernment had done away with weirs. 

'Supt. Vowell— Things are altogether 
different in this province. 

■Mr. Mann said that lie was prepared 
to show the chairman that according 
to the law- the use of weirs was prohibit- 
ed absolutely. 

'.Mr. Oliver continuing, stated that three 
years ago he had ascended and descend- 
ed the Cowichan river, "but hud not seen 
more than one or two. 

AV. A. Ward stated that seining in 
Cowichan buy had been 'stopped. 0og 
.salmon bad been caught iu this manner, 
which were used for ('heap Japanese 
trade, die bad refused to buy dog sal- 
mon from the Indians who caught them 
at -their weirs, and tho Indians in re- 
taliation bad made a complaint against 
seining, and it had been stopped. They 
hrd never caught any trout. The In- 
dians wanted nets to catch fish at night. 
The Indian inspector had told him that 
it was illegal to purchase salmon from 
Indians it' caught at the weirs. On 
the average he 'had caught (30,000 dog 
salmon annually, which had been ship- 
ped to Japan in tins. These fish could 
not now bo caught in the limits as 
marked out. 'Phey did not fish nearer 
than a mile from the mouth of the river, 
aud never caught small fish. This trade 
was very likely to grow to great propor- 
tions, as the Japanese Were now draw- 
ing their .fish supply from here, and the 
new regulations would simply kill the 
trade at that point. The Indians had 
caught :i whole cart load of dog salmon 
at yuamichan, and brought them down 
to his cannery and ollered them for sale. 
lUo was compelled to refuse to buy, and 
in consequence tho Indians came down 
in a whole body oue night and (threatened 
to shoot all the workmen. They gave 
ns an excuse that the cannerymen were 
talcing all the Indians' food. The only 
men who went inside the line as mark- 
ed at 'Cowichan, were some gill-netters 
who were not working for the cannery, 



mi Id go anywhere. Ho did 
that the weirs affected the 
ii must affect the salmon, 
bed in Cowichan river and 
experience.

.- attributed the depletion of 
i logging, and to the number 
now visiting the Cowichan 
Indians had told him that 
they caught salmon with dip nets at 
iiigut. 1 tiey also used what were noth- 
ing less than lish traps. They had 
caught l.OlU spring salmon at one haul 
of the seme last) year, at the mouth Of 
the Uowichan, and had seen no differ- 
ence in the number of fish at that point 
for the last ten years. Nobody had ever 
told him that they went in fear of 
the Indians. The restrictions as to lish- 
ing in Cowichan hay should be removed. 
The dog salmon were of no use to sports- 
men, as they would not take a lly, and 
would not take a siioou, and gill nets 
would not take them, and t'hey were' of 
great commercial value to merchants. 
The reason they did not employ Indians 
was that it was dilllcnlt to deal with 
them in a business way. There was no 
reason why the Indians should not take 
and sell dog salmon, taken at the weirs 
to dinners, provided t'hey caught the fish 
near salt water, lie hud never seen In- 
dians stretch gill nets from one bunk 
to the other, but Indians had asked lain 
for a net for this purpose. The biggest 
haul they had made of cohoes was 800, 
at any one time. Keep the weirs open 
Saturday and Sunday the same as tin 
1'raser river nets, aud there would be 
no trouble. 

I.Mr. .Mann pointed out that the use of 
weirs was illegal, and in order to get n 
definite ruling on the matter it might 
be necessary to refer to a superior court 
unless sumo sort of a compromise could 
ibe arrived at. To sanction the use of 
weirs for even a portion of the time 
was in a measure to give them some 
legality, and this was entirely repugnant 
to the act. No official hail the right 
to grant the use of weirs. Hut if an 
arrangement could be made so that the 
weirs as to two-thirds of their length 
might be allowed to remain, aud the 
balance of the river to be left open, ex- 
cept at the time of tho dog salmon run, 
when the Indians might be permitted to 
stretch a net across this opening, then 
he thought the objection to the weir 
would be removed. 

The chairman bad all along thought 
that weirs were legal, provided the In- 
dians only caught food therewith. 

iMr. -Mann again pointed out that this 
was an entirely wrong assumption. 

Tho chairman continuing, said flint 
they must proceed very ' carefully in 
attempting to take away a right the 
Indians had had for so long. The in- 
quiry, however, was not as to the legality 
of the use of weirs, but us to t heir effect. 

Ashdowuo Green had known the 
Cowichan river since 180U, and had 
tished on and about tho weirs. There 
was no doubt the weirs delayed the 
iish. Dish go though easily, he hud nev- 
er seen ;l trout that could not. The 
narrowest apperture in the weir was 
about Ii"/.; inches iu the clear. He had 
tried, and by actual test found that an 
eight pound salmon could pass through 
this. He had himself seen steel heads 
go through the weirs, and the average 
steel head in the Cowichan was small, 
'1 he big run is not on when the weirs 
an- in tho stream, except the dog sal- 
mon. There were quite a number of 
spring salmon in January and February, 
aio! t'hey spawned during April. The 
dip nets were used during high water in 
"'<■ eddies. Ho had never seen dip 
nets at the weirs. The mesh of the 
nets wen,- tun large to catch trout. The 
boys galled the spawning trout in 
the Stl-eams. Some, trout were sold at 
the Cowie'haii river, but not many. It 
was not probable that the average catch 
of spring salmon at the weirs would bo 
more than four or five a day. He would 
like to see the steel head regulations 
changed by protecting the fish when 
spawning. April should be the close sea- 
son for steel heads. Trout fishing should 
be extended to .November, there was a 
good run in October. In some lakes it 
was impossible to catch trout after 
March. IIo had seen the trout thick 
in the waters of the Thompson river, 
while spawning ni the month of May. 
lie did nut think that the weirs should 
be removed. He had known the time 
when tho Indians had offered to sell 
their rights to use weirs for a cow, ami 
nobody had offered to buy. It would be 
an injustice to the Indians to compel 
them to do away with tho weirs. Tho 
proposed two days opening of the weirs 
would be sufficient. The decrease of the 
lishing was due largely to the clearing 
out of tho log jams, and emptying the 
pools, lushing for steel heads was ns 
gooil now- as it was five years ago. He 
had never heard of Indians trespassing 
on white people's land, nor had he ever 
'heard of white people being iu fear of 
the Indians, The settlers were in great- 
er fear of the gentlemen from Victoria 
who visited the settlement with gun and 
rod, who trespessed over everybody's 
property, sometimes destroying great 
quantities of crops. Garden chairs were 
taken from about tho grounds, and left 
on the river bank by the unceremonious 
poachers. He believed that flic river, as 
a fishery, was gone, and even without 
the weirs the stream was practically 
.fished out.

Among the passengers who arrived ou 
the. Canadian-Australian liner Mlowera 
yesterday was the 'Karl of Hopetoun, 
the tirst Governor-General of Australia, 
who is on his way home to .KnglunJ, 
having resigned, because he found that 
he could not continue to fill the position 
which he occupied during the last year. 
He cannot live on fifty thousand dollars 
a year. The incident which has caused 
him to relinquish the position to which 
he was appointed little more than a 
year ago, is certainly unique in tho his- 
tory of democratic institutions. 

The salary provided under the Aus- 
tralian constitution for the Governor- 
Ceneral is £10,000 sterling, or $50,000, 
the same remuneration as is paid the 
Uuvernor-Genernl of Canada, the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and a scoro 
or more of presidents of railway coni- 
panlos and numerous heads of industrial 
establishments on this continent. 

At lirst blush SoO.OIHI a year is a large 
income, especially when one reflects' upon 
the vast number of able and distinguish- 
ed men who render services to humanity 
iinniensurnbly greater than are those n n- 
dered by the titular heads of staler or 
presidents of railway companies and cap- 
tains of industry; hut Lord flopetouu's 
case really presents features which com- 
mand sympathy. 

The Governor-General of Australia is 
called upon to entertain so largely that 
lie liuils the salary attached to the Office 
W insuitlcieut to cover the expenses. His 
own private patrimony is so limited that 
lie dan- not infringe upon it for such 
entertainment, having regard to the ob- 
ligation incumbent upon him to pass 
his estate unencumbered on to his heir, 
who inherits the title. 

in Australia the Governor-! General is 
required to live half the year at Gov- 
ernment House, in Sydney, and the other 
half nt Government House in Mel- 
bourne, die is required to pay periodical 
visits to the other capitals, aud the re- 
ceptions he gives must be on no narrow 
or exclusive basis, or ho would give of- 
fence, and there must be no more enter- 
tainment in Sydney than there is in Mel- 
bourne or iu Adelaide than in Brisbane, 
or jealousy would he aroused. 

•It is easy to perceive that: in such a 
position fifty thousand dollars will not go 
very tar. Seeing that he could not cou- 
ttuuo to give these expensive entertain- 
ments out of the salary paid to him, and 
realizing that if he ceased to give them 
ho would become unpopular, Lord Hope- 
toun applied to the Premier for increas- 
ed remuneration. Sir Edmund 'Barton 
brought the matter before Parliament, 
but Parliament did not see fit to grant 
the increase asked for. ISir Edmund, 



way station, and the warm cheers with 
which they greeted His BsceUeney as 
he drove along amply attested the regret 
which thev felt at his premature depar- 
ture. The Sydney people were uol 
familiar with ILord Hopetoun us were 
the people of Melbourne among whom 
he had dwelt for so long, but neverthe- 
less they knew of his kind-heartedness 
and appreciated his sympathetic concern 
for the success of the young Common- 
wealth. They were, therefore, as sorry 
to see Lord Hopetoun leave, as Lord 
iHopetoun himself was sorry to go." 

ILord Tennyson is to be the Australian 
Governor succeeding Lord iHopetoun. 
•He will receive £10,000 a year, as did 
Lord Hopetoun. The mutter of the 
salary for the balance of the term, 
which Lord Hopetoun did not serve, is 
largely a question of arrangement be- 
tween' the incoming and the outgoing of- 
ficials. The Comiuonweajth will pay 
£10,000 a year in any circumstances, and 
Lord Tennyson's duties will be taken 
over by Sir Samuel Way, who will re- 
ceive the State Governor's salary. The 
practice of the States lias been for the 
departing Governor to draw half salary 
from the time of departure till his ar- 
rival in England. Lord Hopetoun, how- 
ever, has declined to follow this practice, 
and the whole salary will he available 
for the Acting Governor-General. 

iXo decision has yet been arrived nt 
as to the allowances to be grunted to 
future holders of the olllce of Governor- 
(ieneral. Mr. Deakin drafted a new 
scale of allowances, but it has not yet 
been accepted by the Cabinet. It is 
understood that the Imperial government 
will not make any appointment until this 
matter is settled. 
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it is true, did not risk defeat by sub- 
mitting u direct vote, but he ascertained 
tlie feeling of the members on the suh- 
ject. 

Lord Hopetoun laid the facts of the 
situation before the 'Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, Mr. Chamberlain, and 
sent in his resignation, whicli was ac- 
cepted. 

That is the truo story of how he comes 
to be traveling through Canada on his 
way to England after having been Gov- 
ernor-General of Australia for one year 
out oi the five over which his term of 
oHlee extended. 

The resignation of ILord Hopetoun 
created a sensation throughout the 
Uritisb Empire. The Argus of Mel 
bourne gives the following account of 
the commencement of tho trouble 
'When it was notified on July 17, I'llKI 
that Lord Hopetoun had been appoint- 
ed first governor-general of Australia 
gratification was expressed in all tin 
state parliaments in session at the time 
Between this date and the proclamation 
of the federation on New Venr's Hay, 
1000. it became evident to the Colonial 
otllco that the salary provided in the 
Constitution Act for the Governor-Gen- 
eral (£10,000) would not nearly corer 
the cost of maintaining the position, see- 
ing that His Excellency would have, in 
addition, to visit nil the states of the 
union at intervals. It *yas also seen 
that, owing to tho strong feeling iu Syd- 
ney respecting tlie seat of government 
pressure would be brought to boar upon 
Lord 'Hopetoun to induce him to occupy 
the Government House in that city 
when the parliament was not meeting i'u 
Melbourne. The Secretary of State for 
the Colonies therefore suggested to the 
premiers of the Australian states that 
their parliaments should bo asked 
vote the Governor-general an additional 
£10,0<>0 a year on a population basis. . , 

"Every day, however, it was becom 
ing more evident to His Excellency that 
he could not keep up the two establish- 
ments which bo had been practically 
compelled to maintain without drawing 
to an excessive degree upon his private 
income. He therefore talked over the 
mat tor with the Prime Minister, and 
subsequently with the Treasurer. As i 
result, it was agreed thai the Governor 
General should waive his right to b 
refunded the £10,01)0 he had spent ii 
connection witli the royal visit, nnd that 
instead tin- ministry should introduce a 
bill to grant him anj^xtra £8,000 a yeai 
toward the maintenance of his two Aus 
tralian establishments. . . The Prime 
Minister found, however, that tho tem- 
per of the chamber was against tin 
measure. The proposed allowance wa? 
rejected, and in its place tho committee 
inserted u clause to coyer a grant of 
£10,000 for expenditure in connection 
with the royal visit." 

Commenting editorially upon this state 
of affairs,, tho groat Australian daily 
says; 

".Members, of course, hud a very 
shrewd idea of what would follow when 
they announced their decision; and If 
they had no suspicion in the first in- 
stance, one of .Mr. Barton'e intimations 
would have awakened them. Today's 
news cannot surprise them, however sor- 
ry they may be to have their fears con- 
tinued. There has evidently been some 
misconception about the liuanciiil posi- 
tion the Governor-General would occupy, 
but it would he useless to attempt any 
inquiry in that direction today. The 
feeling today must be oue of regret that 
tlitj resignation occurs, and that it oc- 
curs under its actual circumstance*. _ I\ 
is a public mortification that the first 
GoveruonGcneral of Australia should 
tender his resignation In connection 
with a financial question. And Lord 
Hopetoun, while he speaks in his mes- 
sage of feeling 'no personal resontmont, 
is evidently mortified himself that his 
offlciar career in the commonwealth 
should be thus abraptly terminated. 
This much can be said, that apart from 
a.l thjiissues now raised, Lord Hopetoun 
will aiwayVbe remembered in Australia 
with personal goodwill nnd respeot." 

Lord Hopetoun was given a royal send- 
oft! both at Sydney and at .Brisbane, 
where he boarded the liner from the 
O-epusliiuds yacht Lucindn, which was 
escorted to Brisbane roads, where the 
'Miowera lay by IT. M. S. Mihluru. The 
M iowera was escorted to sea by H. M. 
S. Koyal Arthur, with Bear-Admiral 
Beaumont, formerly of the Esqudraalt 
licet, and salutes were fired by both war- 
ships. The Sydney Telegraph says iu 
reference to the Governor's departure 
from that i>ort: 

"There was a strange contrast between 
the informal, even impromptu, character 
of the leave-taking and the elaborately 
arranged and imposing ceremonial wel- 
come which was extended to His Ex- 
cellency when only some IS months ago 
he came to inaugurate tho Federation. 
There was no street decoration, no big 
military procession. But what tho oc- 
casion lacked in external show it 'more 
than made up iu essential sincerity. 
Great multitudes lined the route from 
Government House to the Hedferu rail- 
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cliirrans were enjoying the 
ns thai wound up the eele- 
'iironation Day, aud the po- 
mgratuluting themselves on 
in the usual baud ..I crooks 
.vcr from the Sound ou Vic- 
; celebration days, a clever gang 
operating ill the city. On Friday 
and Saturday nights no less than four 
houses were entered and a small amount 
of money and considerable jewelry was 
stolen. As stated in Sunday's Colonist, 
the residence of Mr. Wilkersou, the 
Vales street tioiist, was entered, and 
some .•>".(! and a lot of jewelry was 
stolen. On Saturday night the burglars 
entered the residences of IMr. William 
Wilson, uu Cadboro Buy road, and Mr. 
Hat-dress Clark on Stanley avenue, nnd 
Mr, C. W. Rogers, .lames 'Bay, and In 
each case a lot of jewelry was taken 
and iu some of the places small amounts 
of money, The thieves were a little par- 
ticular, taking only gold jewelry, and 
the most valuable, some silver articles 
being left. They left absolutely no clue 
behind them, not even foot prints. At 
most all the places visited, the windows 
wore left open so that there was no 
difficulty iu entering. However, as the 
men were apparently experienced in 
their business, a locked window would 
not 'have hindered them from ' carrying 
out their intentions. 'Mr. Wilson was 
the hoariest sufferer. A lot of jewelry 
was taken from his residence, principally 
family heirlooms, which were valuable 
on nccouit of the traditions with which 
they were associated. Tho occupants of 
I'ho other houses visited also lost ar- 
ticles which they valued as keepsakes: 
The police hove no way of preventing 
these roblicries, unless a sufficient force 
was put on to patrol every street in the 
city. As it was, the detectives visited 
(every street iu the city on Saturday, 
keeping a lookout {or daylight marau- 
ders, and in fact they worked from early 
'Saturday morning until people had got 
back to their homes in the evening. They 
also watcheil the ingoing and outgoing 
boats closelj'j 

While the police are practically power- 
less to prevent robberies of the kind, 
householders can do much to stop thieves 
from making a haul. In the first place 
on leaving homo they should at least see 
that all windows and doors are locked, 
aud then they might also put their valu- 
ables w'here they would not be easily 
found.

Historical Event Recalled by the 
Death of Son of Simon 
Fraser.

In the tirst week of July 
ntissed away in Hamilton o 
seventy-second birthday Uoderick Fras- 
er, son of the nian who dis- 
covered the Fraser liiver, and after 
■whom that stream is named, to whom in 
common with a couple of other explorers 
of daring and enduriui'-e Canada owes 
•the possession to-day of the rich Pro- 
vince of British Columbia. Simon 
Prtiser's nehievenient brought him no pe- 
cuniary reward, and ibut oonrparaltively 
slight notice, yet his is a name that 
should 'he written high in the Domin- 
ion's roll of honor. 

After retiring from the fur trade in 
the West, he took up his home in what 
islto-day the little village of St. Andrew, 
a few iiii!e-i from Cornwall. Out., and 
died half a century Iback a poor man. 
Most of lis saving's were invested in a 
gri-.t mill in St. Andrew, which although 
a great convenience to the country there- 
all>on , tS l proved a liiianeial loss to its 
founder. A son, Roderick, and a daugh- 
ter, Harriet, eo nit i lined to reside in this 
locality, both of them of late in poor 
circumstances. Through rtlio influence of 
ll.onl Strutlieonii, then Sir Donald Smith, 
and a member af parliament at Ot- 
tawa, ami through the assistance of the 
Hon. It. W. Scott, the present Secre- 
tary of Sta.tc, a small pension has been 
paid to the two Frasers during the last 
eleven years. The nation had" done 
nothing for ithe individual who had 
risk, even life itself to win for the 
British Crown the heritage that British 
Columbians now enjoy: lint it is to the 
credit id' our pnlblic men at Ottawa that 
they should have helped the family in 
their time of need in recognition for 
what the father had done. 

Fimser's journey was made alt a time 
when John Jacob Astor and his fellow- 
Americans -were reaching out for (he 
COliitrol of the 1'acilic slope, anil there is 
no doubt whatever that hut for the en- 
terprise 'at this juncture of the Xoitll- 
VVest -Company, with which Fraser was 
associated, the American company's ra- 
mifications would have, carried it far 
north of what is now the international 
'boundary line. 'Briefly, ft was a race 
(between Astor and Fraser for the own- 
ership of this rich domain. The dash 
of the Briton won for us British Colum- 
bia. 

iSinion Fraser's party set out on May 
Oil. 1808, from the westernmost post of 
the Xorth-West Company in Ithe Rock- 
ies. "Our crew," says the explorer, "con- 
sisted of nineteen men, two Indians, 
Mr. Stuart, Mr. Quesnel and myself, in 
■all twenty-four." This 'Mr. Quesnel, 
whoso name is perpetuated 'by a conshl- 
cralble (body of water in the Pacific 
coast province, and Iby a settlement in 
the same region, became in after years 
the dron. Jules Maurice Quesnel, a resi- 
dent of ■Montreal, the possessor of a 
large fortune, and n member of the Leg- 
islative Council. He died in 38-12. 

The trip was one filled with danger. 
Indeed it was only accomplished through 
the persevering pluck, the rugged phy- 
sique of its members, and the determin- 
ation of its leader. Again and again 
Ideatli Stored in the very .face every indi- 
vidual of the little Iband. Destruction 
loomed up at each successive turn in the 
course of the turbulent .stream upon 
which ft hey had embarked. By land 
they were compelled to scale precipices 
that the -mountain goats might shudder 
to pass. Throughout they were 'travers- 
ing a region peopled 1>y Indians with 
whose language and moods they had no 
previous acquaintance and whose treach- 
ery threatened half a dozen 'times over 
to' wipe them Trom the 'face of the earth. 
To a merciful Providence and to a sound 
common sense and vigilance Fraser and 
his fellows 'owed their lives. 

Reference to this voyage will be found 
in several volumes bearing on Canadian 
discovery. Probably the most interest- 
ing account, however, is that supplied by 
Mr. Fraser's own journals, which have 
happily been preserved, and are publish- 
ed in Senator IMnsson's excellent work.

IWc have to pass whore no human beings 
should venture; yet iu those places there 
are regular footpaths impressed, or, ra- 
ther, indented upon the very rocks by 
frequent traveling. Besides this, steps 
which are formed like a ladder or the 
shrouds of a ship Tjy poles hanging to 
one another and crossed at certain dis- 
tances with twigs, the whole suspended 
if 1 om the top to the foot of immense 
precipices and fastened at both extremi- 
ties to stones and trees 'furnish a safe 
and convenient passage to the natives; 
tout we who have not had the advan- 
tage of their education and experience 
were often in imniinen'l danger when 
i.'bligcd to follow their example." 

On July 3 we came to an entry in the 
explorer's journal when, after speaking 
of the hostility of the Indians, lie says: 
"From these repeated specimens of the 
insolence and Ill-nature of the natives, 
we saw nothing 'but dangers and difficul- 
ties in our way, wo therefore relinquish- 
ed -our designs and turned our thoughts 
toward home. . . Here I must again 
acknowledge my great disappointment in) 
not seeing the main ocean, having gone 
so near it as to be almost -within view; 
we, 'besides, wished very much to settle 
the situation by an observation for the 
longitude. The latitude is 49 degrees, 
nearly, while that of the entrance of the 
Columbia is 40 degrees, HI) minutes. Th s 
river, therefore, is not the Columbia. If 
I had 'been convinced of this when I 
left- my canoes, 1 would certainly have 
returned." 

There is much in this record that is of 
interest, aside from the description of 
the route. -A kind of white shell," he 
remarks, "found along the sea shore, 
forms the principal medium of exchange 
among all the Indians to the west of the 
liocky Mountains." 01 the Indian nne- 
Ihod of fish-taking, he has the follow- 
ing : — "They gave us plenty of salmon 
which 'they take in abundance by means 
of barriers. These barriers form a work 
of some ingenuity, and are constructed 
in the .following manner. Strong posts 
are driven into the ground at certain 
distances, and these distances are tilled 
with frames made of splinters, placed 
so close that a fish cannot pass between. 
On the top of these are squared beams 
for the purpose of walking, and under- 
neath are placed props to supi>ort the 
whole against the force of the current. 
At one end is the gate, and sometimes 
there are gates in the centre, -which re- 
ive the contrivance which confines the 
fish. This contrivance is shaped like 
a cask, and composed of splinters the 
size of a finger and several feet long and 
secured by watap Jioops. The end that 
is placed below in the current is made 
inside like a funnel, through which the 
fish enter, one by one, ami cannot find 
the way back, but lnusft remain as in a 
net." 

'The Indians bad heard of firearms, 
'but had never seen any, and they evinc- 
ed a great desire to see ours, and ob- 
tain explanations as to their use. In 
compliance we fired several shots, whoso 
reports astonished them so as to make 
them drop off their logs. Upon recov- 
ering from their surprise we iimdo tnem 
e.vainino their effect. They appeared 
quite uneasy on seeing the marks on the 
trees and observed that the Indians in 
that quarter were good and peaceaible." 

The Atnah or Chin tribe was one that 
afforded the party material assistance. 
'.Mr. Fraser remarks that they are of a 
serious disposition, and inclined toward 
Industry. "They say," ho adds, "that 
they never sing or dance, but we ob- 
served them playing at hazard, a game 
well known among the Indians of Atha- 
basca." These people residod in the 
summer in shades. Their winter quar- 
ters, which were built underground wor 
square lielow, diminishing gradually in 
size toward the top, where there is ;i 
small aperture, serving the double pur- 
pose of a door and chimney, while a post 
with notches answered for -stairs. Fur- 
ther on he found dwellings constructed 
much on the same plan as the ordinary 
American frame house. . The planks 
were three to four inches thick and each 
overlapping the one below a couple of 
inches. At still -another encampment 
of Indians the explorer discovered a 
range of cedar houses six hundred and 
forty feet long by sixty broad, evidently

for the leader's ceaseless lookout. 
'■However kind savage;) may appear, I 
know that it is not in their nature to 
Die sincere in their professions to stran- 
gers; the respect and attention we gen- 
erally experience proceed from an idea 
that" we are superior Ibeillgs, -who are 
not to be overcome; at any rate it is 
certain that the less familiar we arc 
with them the better for us." This is 
the summing up <>f tin' explorer's ex- 
perience -with the aborigines. 

The expc lit ion was hardly under way 
ibefnre the -danger of trying to make the 
journey 1>y water became apparent. On 
the tooth 'day 'Mr. Fraser says; ••Imme- 
diately on my arrival I ordered the five 
Ibes't men out of the crews into a canoe 
lightly 'loaded, and the canoe was in a 
moment under way. After passing the 
first cascade she lost her course, and 
was drawn into the eddy, where she was 
whirled about for a considerable time 
seemingly iu suspense, whether to sink 
or swim, the men having no power over 
her. However she took a favorable turn 
and liy degrees was led from this dan- 
gerous vortex again into the Stream. 
In this manner she continued, flying 
from one danger to another until the 
last cascade but one, whore, in spite of 
every effort the whirlpools forced her 
■against a low projecting rock. Upon 
this the men debarked, saved their own 
lives, and contrived to save the prop- 
erty, but the greatest difficulty was still 
ahead, and to continue by water would 
'be the way to certain destruction. 
During this distressing scpup we were 
on shore looking on and anxiously con- 
cerned; seeing our poor fellows once 
■more safe afforded us as much satisfac- 
tion 'as to themselves, and we hastened 
to their assistance, but their situation 
rendered our approach perilous and dif- 
ficult. The liank was extremely high 
anil sfleep, and we had to plunge our 
daggers at intervals into the ground to 
check our speed, as otherwise we were 
exposed to slide into the river. We cut 
.steps into the declivity, fastened a lino 
to the front of the canoe, with which 
some of the men ascended in order . to 
haul it up. while the others supported 
Jt with their arms. In this manner our 
situation was most precarious; our 
lives hung, as it were, upon a thread, 
as the failure of tho line or a false fltep 
of one of the men might have hurled 
the whole of US into Eternity." 

Again, Mr. Fraser tells of bis introduc- 
tion to the dread Fraser Canyon. 

"Here the channel contracts to about 
forty yards, and is enclosed by two 
precipices of immense height, win 
bending towards each other make 
narrower olbove than below. The water, 
which rolls through this extraordinary 
passage in .tumultuous waves, and with 
gnat velocity, had a frightful appear- 
ance. However, it being absolutely im- 
possible to carry the canoes by land, all 
bands, without hesitation, embarked, is 
it weie, a corps perdu, upon the mercy 
of this awful tide. "Once engaged, the 
die was cast. Our great difficulty con- 
sisted jn keeping the canoes within the 
medium, o", Til d' can.' that is, clear 



that dog's hair was 'spun with a dWtaft' 
and a spindle as in Europe, and made 
into rugs." The chief article of diet all 
along the river was the salmon, either 
roasted or boiled. The latter process 
was accomplished among the natives by 
the use of a wooden dish, and heated 
stones thrown in along with the tish to 
keep the water hot ✓ 
Altogether they were men by no 
neans devoid of intelligence, and of in- 
lustry. Lin a furl her outline of their 
Ivabtts and ideas docs not cm" within 
the scope of this article, which is slig- 
hted by the death iu Hamilton, refer- 
1 to above, and by a desire to draw 
aftention to the life work of this pioneer 
f the great Canadian West.
